There  was  a  scarcity  of  houses  of  a  rental  of 
10/~  per  week  and  under;  this  res'- It ed  in.  several  cases 
of  overcrowding:  1  believe  this  condition  will  be  remedied 
when  the  Building  Scheme  adopted  by  the  Cornell  is  carried 


out,  but  I  see  no-  likelihood  cf  this  being  done  before  the 
war  is  over.  The  Bake-houses,  dairies,  and  Slaughter¬ 
houses  were  all  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 


The  Government  had  urder  ccns id e rat  ion,  a  plan  for  making 
the  Town  ore  of  the  Centres  fer  slaughtering:  Bullocks,  BO 
to  100  per  day,  but  the  idea  had  tc  be  giver  up,  owing  tc 
the  ameurt  of  bleed  which  would  have  get  irt-c  the  River.

As  seer  in  the  table  given  below,  the  Death  Rate  is  lower 
and  the  Birth  Rate  higher .  The  Death  Rate  for  Children  under 
ore  year  of  age  is  abnormally  high*  I  think  that  is  partly 
due  tc  the  new  regulations  regarding  ratifications  of  Births 
and  Deaths.  In  the  past,  for  certain  reasons,  Infants  who  lived 
for  one  or  two  mirutes  only,  were  sometimes  passed  as  still-born, 
but  have  new  tc  be  registered  as  a  Birth  and  subsequently  as  a 
Death,  thus  increasing  both  the  number  cf  Births  and  Deaths 
registered,  especially  those  under  ere  year.
